They Are Permitted by 0PA 
To Butcher for Own Use 


Farmers of 
Fayett* 
County, 
whose 
chief 
business

ket 
of livestock, 
w ill be sitting 
in the king row when meat ra­ 
tioning goes into effect. 
A memorandum from the O f­ 
fice of Price Administration just 
released by the Rationing Board 
here 
says 
that 
farmers 
who 
slaughter animals 
for their own 
| use are exempt from the restric 
• tions. 
If 
they get hungry, they 
j can go 
out 
to the 
feedlot and 
knock off a pork chop or a beef­ 
steak 
while 
their 
city cousins 
look on with envy—or come out 
to the farm for dinner. 
But. the farmers are restricted 
in the delivery of meat to civil­ 
ians so there w ill be enough for 
the fighting forces and America s 
allies. The country butcher must 
keep a 
record 
just like the big 
packing houses. This also includes 
the custom butcher, whether he 
be a farmer or operator of a sido- 
: lin* slaughter house. 
Animals

Gasoline rationing on a

strong opposition of many citi­ 
zens and congressional demands 
for a ninety day postponement 
of the rationing order to perm it 
a further study of the problem. 
The House committee on inter­ 
state 
and 
foreign 
commerce, 
which has been studying oil con­ 
serv ation for sev eral years, and 
has been inv estigating the rubber 
shortage for the past 
sev eral 
months, was again in session for 
sev eral days last week hearing 
testimony of those fav oring and 
opposing 
nation-wide 
gasoline 
rationing. Many witnesses were 
opposed to any gasoline ration­ 
ing whatsoev er in states where 
a plentiful supply of the motor 
fuel is av ailable. 
Others 
con­ 
tended that the gasoline ration­ 
ing restrictions are more string­ 
ent than necessary for the con­ 
serv ation of rubber, and will ser­ 
iously interfere with agricultur­ 
al 
and 
industrial 
production. 
Some testimony was 
presented 
which indicated that the 
rub­ 
ber shortage is not as serious as 
first believ ed. 
Howev er, 
most 
of the witnesses from the v ari­ 
ous gov ernmental 
departm ents 
and bureaus, including William 
Jeffers, the Rubber Czar, insist­ 
ed that nation-wide gasoline ra ­ 
tioning is necessary to conserv e 
the rubber 
in automobile 
and 
truck tires of the nation. A com­ 
plete and fully detailed report 


of farm truck s, for which 
it is 
now required that certificates of 
w ar necessity 
be obtained, 
in 
connection with which the Of­ 
fice of Defense 
Transportation 
fixes the annual mileage

truck s may trav el. Some of the 
mileage allowances granted

Danger of Increase in Cases of Trichinosis 
Bt LO GAN CLKNDENING. M. I) 


I WAS talk ing to * man the 
other day who told me he had been 
to a barbecue and he must have 
eaten something that disagreed 
with him because he got “poi­ 
soned.” He had a fever and his 
muiclfs ached and his eyes were 
red and swollen. 
This happened to him on S atur­ 
day, one of his busy days, and he 
said he had to k eep on his feet al-

though it was tough work . Sun­ 
day and Monday he was able to 
rest and by Tuesday he felt better 
again. 
I would not be at all surprised if 
this were a case of trichinosis due 
to eating barbecued meat that had 
not been entirely cook ed. Trichi- I 
nosis is caused by a microscopic 
worm, the trichina. This parasite 
j 
lives especially in pork . 
By the methods used in pack ing 
houses under Government super­ 
vision it is k illed by heat in sau- | 
sages, and in ordinary cook ing in 
k itchens it is k illed by the tem­ 
peratures used to cook meat. But 
in the case of barbecues with open 
fires, large pieces of meat do not 
get cook ed enough to k ill the para­ 
site. 
Condition Common 
The condition is very common 
in the United States although 
most cases go unrecognized, such 
as that of my friend who had been 
"poisoned.” Statistics show that 
only three people per 100,000 
in 
North America are pronounced to 
have trichinae, but a careful ex­ 
amination of 100 cases in New 
York City showed that 22 per cent 
had active or q uiescent trichinae 
in their muscles. 
Thi? is true in almost all parts of 
the country, as similar exam ina­ 
tions in Boston showed 27 per cent, 
in Baltimore 25 per cent and in 
Minneapolis 24 per cent of the 
patients harbored the trichinae. 
Perhaps in less than one out of 
5,000 cases is the diagnosis made. 
With the advent of meat ration­ 
ing in the United States there will 
be all sorts of bootlegging of meat, 
in selling the incompletely cured 
meats and improperly prepared 
sausages, and I look for a consid­ 
erable increase in the incidence of I 
trichinosis and warn against eat­ 
ing any sausages or meat« unless 
they have been well cook ed. 


Lik e all parasites, the trichina 
goes through an elaborate life 
cycle. A fter the digestive juices 
free them from their capsule in the 
meat, they penetrate the intestinal 
wall. 
The body is flooded with 
them and some eventually pene­ 
trate to the muscJes where they 
stay alive for years. 


Symptoms Vague 
The symptoms are often vague. 
When the young are released to 
the lymph stream, there may be a 
chill and usually a few days of 
fever. The condition is often con­ 
sidered to be typhoid fever or 
grippe. When the muscles are in­ 
vaded, there is muscular aching, 
but this i? so om m on to other in­ 
fections that the real cause is un­ 
suspected. The face often swells— 
particularly the eyes. 
Garbage-fed hogs have a high 
infestation rate, grain-fed hogs, 
very low. The disease can be pre­ 
vented by thorough curing or cook ­ 
ing of pork products. 
Pack ing 
houses operating under Federal 
supervision heat pork products so 
as to k ill the trichinae. 
The importance of cook ing raw 
pork thoroughly should be realized 
by everyone. Large pieces of pork 
req uire more cook ing than small, 
because heat penetrates slowly. A 
tem perature of 137* F. in every 
part of the meat will destroy the 
trichinae. 
Fresh pork which is 
pink has not reached a sufficiently 
high tem perature and should not 
be eaten until further cook ed. 
Hamburgers 
are 
a 
freq uent 
source of the parasite.

and 
bounded along city streets, they had a taxim eter attached 
to register 
the fare autom atically. 
The w ord taxi comes from the 
Latin word 
"ta xa re ,” w hich m eans "to estim ate or to value. 
Therefore tax icab is another interesting ex am ple of the fact 
that 
w ords com m only used in English can trace their ancestry 
back to 
Latin. 
G eneral usage determ ines w hether a word rem ains current 
for 
one generation or m any generations.
